Riot Squad were fonngd in 1980 in Mansfield, mainly out of boerdom 
and also through the ftate that Punk was in at that time.The band 
then consisted of on^y three members, Dunk on Vocals, Pommi on drums 
and Hello Guitar.Thrfe weeks after forming the band did their first 
gig which was in 4 Tillage near Mansfield vdiere they met their future 
bass player.He was Wfcyne, who now plays guitar for the band.Prom that 
moment onwards the bgad had a more positive outlook and continued to- 
gig. as often as they eould in and around Mansfield, and eventualy 
began a tour whith took them to most parts of the country.After the 
tour the band went into the studio to record their first demo tape 
which was released as a cassette single and sold the full pressing of 
I,000.By this tims Rssdelet Records were interested in signing the ba¬ 
nd and went to set thfm at a local gig and were so impressed by the 
live show that they signed the band immediatly.Th© first single was 
the well known stage favourite "Fuck The Tories" which sold 8,000 
copies.The single was followed by the bands biggest tour British 
tour with some 25 dat#s*After this Rondelet decided to re - release . 
the "Riots in the CitfTs" cassette as a single and this also did 
very well, but by noy the band had lost their origion&X guitarist to 
a heavy metal band and were looking for a replacement .He was replaced 
by Staz vho is credited for playing on the "Riot's in the City" single 
However, after the build up in popularity, the band finaly split, 
with Dunk the voeslist leaving to manage other Punk bands and Staz 
leaving through boredom, leaving only Wayne on bass and Pomrai, on 
drums.The two remaining members still had loads of ideas so they dec - 
ided to recruit two n#v members.,Firstly, Wayne changed from bass to 
lead guitar and they managed to find the two new members easily. 

During this time though theband left Rodlentand also had to look 
for a new record deal.They started giging round the country again, 
and slowly won back oome of their follow.ing.This led to a new deal 
with ROt Records and'the 'Don’t he Denied’ EP. 

Soon after came the single ’I’m OK-Fuck You' which got to number 
2 in the offical.punk charts.They are also on a complination LP 
cailled 'Bcllox to the Gonads-Heres the Testicles on Pax records 
and are on a Rot records complination cailled 'Wet Dreams'. 

Their new single ie cailled ’Theres no solution 5 and they should 
have an LF out in march. 







The Varukers were formed in 1978 in Leamington Spa, the line-up then being 
Antony ... Vocals, Bruce ... Guitar, Tom ... Bass, Gary ... Drums. 

The Varukers signed to Inferno Records of Birmingham in November, 1981, 
and released their first record, a 4-track EP "Protest and Survive", which 
has sold 8,000 copies so far. Shortly after the EP was released, Gary 
left t5 join Discharge. Brains was his replacement. After a few months 
of hard giging the band released their second EP "Don't Want to be a Victim" 
which also sold well. 

The band seemed plagued by line-up changes, with Tom leaving and George 
joining as Bass man. The relationship with Inferno was beginning to break 
down, as they were going through some money problems and were unable to give 
the band what they wanted, so The Varukers began looking for a new record 
label. After a while they chose to go with Riot City from Bristol to release 
their third single "Die for Your Government" and their debut album "Blood 
Suckers". Shortly after the album was released, Bruce was kicked out and 
George and Brains left to live in London, so Antony was left to find new 
members. The current line-up is Antcny (Rat) Vocals, Brik - Bass, Andy - 
Drums and Damian - Guitar. The first EP with the complete new line-up is 
called "Led to the Slaughter" out on Riot City.
